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1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1,6,10,11,16,20,21,26,30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Adler et al. 

Regarding claims 1 ,1 1 ,21 , Adler et al teaches in fig. 4 a server (205, messaging 
engine) with database (430) for receiving an e-mail message with sender's address 
from a subscriber (431-433) connected to LAN (435) or Internet (470, first network) and 
storing the e-mail in a location associated with a subscriber (col. 3, line 65- col. 4, line 
10). The routine (460) of the server (205) filers the attachment and the lengthy text of 
the e-mail and sends a short header of the e-mail to the wireless device (200) through 
wireless network (203), (see col. 4, line 480 col. 5, line 2). 

Regarding claim 6,16,26, Adler et al disclose the limitation the step of " validating 
a subscriber to which the communication message is addressed against stored 
subscriber validation information" (lines 46-67, col. 3; lines 26-42, col. 4). 
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Regarding claim 10,20,30, Adler disclose the limitation "at least a portion of the 
communication message is determined in accordance with the stored subscriber 
preference" (lines 43-63, col. 5). 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 9,19,29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Adler et al. 

Adler et al do not specifically disclose the step of authenticating an originator. 
However, authentication is a well known in the art. Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one skilled in the art to use the step of authentication to make the connection 
more secure. 

6. Claims 2-5,7,8,10,13-15,17,18,20,23-25,27,28 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims.
